We  have  had  many 
Epglijh  Phyficians  both  in  recent  and 
former  Memory,  who  have  been  much 
celebrated  for  their  Writings  :  But  I 
fpeak  it  with  all  Deference  and  with 
great  Candour  to  thefe  Gentlemen,  they  Fault  of 
have  by  no  means  given  Satisfaction  in x’hnfp.

The  Ap¬ 
pearances  in  the  Complexion  let  the 
skilful  PhyGcian  deep  into  the  Condition 
of  his  Patients,  and  difeover  to  him  the 
co«f.p.  real  Inftruments  of  all  their  Ails :  *  For 
the  Bile  and  Phlegm,  as  they  are  the  only 
Caufesof  Diftempers,  fo  they  alone  too 
give  the  Tindure  to  the  Skin.  There¬ 
fore  every  hbneft  PhyGcian  fhould  be 

well 
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well  vers’d  in  the  Art  of  Colouring,  in 
order  to  difcern  aright  the  different  Com¬ 
binations  of  thefe  morbid  Principles.  I 
generally  ufe  a  large  Multiply ing-Glafs, 
that  the  Hue  may  prefent  itfelf  to  my 
Eye  the  more  diftindly.  It  requires  a 
delicate  Perception  to  judge  nicely  in  this 
.  Affair ;  but  nothing  can  fo  happily  ferve 
to  fleer  a  Phyfician  in  his  Procedure  for 
the  Cure  *■.  Tis,  alas  1  too  common, ‘  c<®/- 
and  our  Modern  Practitioners  too  rafhlyP' 
fall  into  it,  immediately  to  confider  and 
examine  the  Symptoms  of  Diflempers, 
and  from  thence  draw  their  Indications  to 
proceed  in  the  Relief  of  them :  But  I 
always  take  time  to  make  my  cuticular 
Obfervations  j  even  in  Pleuri/ies,  be  the 
Pain  never  fo  acute,  I  never  future 
perhaps  in  fome  Days,  to  let  Blood,  ’till 
1  have  taken  a  very  careful  Survey  of 
the  Complexion,  and  have  remark’d  its 
various  Colours,  Green,  Yellow  Red

It  was  by  this 
p,6*‘  acute  Skill  in  Complexions  that  the 
great  Erajijlratus  diftinguilh’d  himfelf j  * 
and  by  the  Reciprocations  of  Flulhing 
and  Palenefs,  the  Ebbs  and  Flows  that 
he  obferv’d  in  the  Countenance  *  of  * 
Antiochus ,  whenever  Strotonice  came - 
into  the  Room,  he  difcover’d  his  Di- 
ftemper,  which  otherwife  muft  have 
made  great  Havock  in  the  Frame  of  this 
3  conf  Prince,  and  fet  his  Life  very  hard 
P„2i8.  ?Xis  a  happy  Difcovery  you 

make  about  the  Term  of  Life,  which 
no  Predejlinarian  has  ever  explain’d  half 
fowell.  You  have  made  it demonftrable,  f 
that  the  Period  of  Life  is  fet,  adjufted, 
and  meafured  out  by  the  Number  of  Lacte-

Nothing  but  this  could 
ever  account  for  the  Longevity  of  the 
Antediluvians.  ’Tis  certain  Methufalem 
muft  have  had  the  largeft  Mefentery, 
and  confequently  thegreateft  Number  of 
thefe  La  deals  of  any  Man  that  ever 
liv’d.  Accordingly,  to  the  beft  of  my 
Memory,  I  have  not  read  of  any  of  the 
Pygmies  that  arriv’d  to  above  ten  Years 
of  Age;  they  generally  grow  old  at 
Eight  * :  And  for  the  fame  Reafon,  from 
the  Paucity  of  the  Ladeals,  Modern 
Dwarfs  are  obferv’d  to  be  as  (hort  in  their 
Lives  as  in  their  Dimenlions :  The  Vef- 
fels  in  fuch  minute  Animals  being  more 
eafily  confounded,  and  fooner  fee  ojf  ■  c„»f. 

You  fee  with  how  much  Pleafure  Ip'3i’ 
concur  in  all  your  Cogitations :  There  is, 
however,  one  thing  wherein  I  cannot 
aifent  to  you,  I  mean  the  Affair  of  the 
Animal  Spirits.  I  am  forry  you  fhou’d, 
by  any  fanciful  EiTay  %  deny  the  Exi-  *  co„f. 
Hence  of  them  3 :  Befides  what  Dr  .Willis  f  'fg. 
your  particular  dear  Friend  Dr.  Morton , p- 167 *

Plin,  Nat.  Hift .  — — —  Octavo  Senefcunr. 
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and  indeed  all  Anatomifts  and  Phylicians 
fay  in  their  Defence,  ’tis  plain  to  me 
that  all  Nature  and  Reafon  are  not  filent 
upon  this  Head.  For  my  own  Part,  I 
think  this  Dodrine  a  Fundamental ;  and 
’tis  upon  this  Principle  chiefly  of  Invigo¬ 
rating  the  Nerves,  and  railing  Animal 
Spirits,  that  I  ered  the  Noble  Theory 
of  my  Sal.  I  entreat  you  to  let  this 
Matter  drop  \  or  elfe,  tho’  I  am  not 
ealily  drawn  into  Controverfy  t,  j  muft 
be  oblig’d  to  produce  inconteftable  Evi¬ 
dences  from  Anatomy  *  and  the  Stu¬ 
dy  of  Nature,  that  the  Nerves  are  not 
meer  Fiddleftrings  only  ?.  Bum  Spi- 

rim  has  regie  artus,  - - -  \  fhali  ftand 

up  for  this  Nervous  Fluid. 

But  in  what  you  wifely  fuggeft  about 
Alterant  Medicines,  fuch  as  the  Bark 
Steel,  Opium ,  Ajffes-Milk,  &c.  my 
Heart  goes  along  with  you.  I  know 
none  of  the  whole  Tribe,  whateve* 
pompousTitles  they  bear,  that  are  worth 
a  Farthing,  except  my  Sal.  It  is  an 
Order  of  Medicines,  foreign  and  extra¬ 
neous  to  the  Frame,  ftrange  and  un¬ 
known 
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known  to  the  Organs  and  Powers  of  the 
Body  *,  as  indeed  moft  other  Remedies*  Cdn 
at  fir  ft  are  }  and  moreover  great  Promo¬ 
ters  of  the  Bile.  But  this  is  a  Cheat  as  old 
as  Phy  lick }  Hippocrates ,  I  have  heard,  is 
very  full  of  them}  and  it  has  been  fe- 
ferv’d  for  one  of  your  Sagacity  and  fin- 
cere  Dealing  to  lay  it  open.  Notwith- 
ftanding  you  are  lean,  and  of  a  Habit  a- 
dapted  for  Cogitation,  it  muft  furely  be 
long  reiterated,  and  greatly  extended 
Praftice,  that  cou’d  have  enabled  you  to 
difcover  this  Impofition  in  fo  many  Parti¬ 
culars.  How  little  foever  this  Doftrine 
may  comport  with  the  common  No¬ 
tions  1 \  let  any  honeft  Phyfician  lay  his 2  Conf- 
Hand  upon  his  Bread,  and  tell  me,  if  P#  24°‘ 
he  ever  cured  any  one  Diftemper  with  Never  cure.

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Doftrines.  What  exorbitant  Havock  has 
this  Medicine  made  in  the  Reform’d 
Church  !  Nature  we  fee,  out  of  a  meer 
Abhorrence  to  what  is  offensive  to 
it,  often  flings  it  off  with  great  Refent- 
ment }  and  yet  how  is  it  clutter’d  in  at 
random*  and  at  the  Expence  of  the 
whole  Frame  To  obviate  thefe  Con-

trails,  you  have  judicioufiy  propos’d 
Purging  a :  This  indeed  is  very  often,  in 
the  Courfe  of  the  Bark,  brought  on 
from  Agents  within,  and  produc’d  by 
the  meer  Efforts  of  Nature :  And  in  this 
Cafe  a  Loofenefs,  however  ominous 
in  others,  is  a  proper  and  cogent  Indica¬ 
tion  for  Purging  3 }  notwithflanding  it 
has  been  the  Univerfal  Pradice,  ever 
fince  the  Bark  came  into  Vogue,  to  or¬ 
der  fomething  with  it  to  check  and  to 
curb  this  Loofenefs.  For  Nature  is  now 
notout  of  her  Way,  and  can  make  great 
fhift  for  her  felf,  provided  the  Phyfician

ed  in  great  Quantities  of  Syrups,  of  which  20^ 
indeed  they  were  the  Inventors,  and 
which  being  very  faccharine,  and  com- 
pofed  of  the  fame  Conftituent  Particles 
-  with  the  Bile,  did,  no  doubt,  by  this 
Means,  lay  the  firft  Foundation  of  this 
cruel  Diftemper.  I  take  it  for  granted, 
you  mean  this  remarkable  Epoche ,  when 
People  firft  began  *  to  be  born  with  the\  c<^‘  p* 
Small  Pox  i  and  ever  fince  that,  I  agree  Ps°f'le  bom 
with  you  that  the  vitious  Matter,  which  w/m. 
brings  out  this  Difeafe  can  be  of  no  later 
Production  and  Date,  than  the  Birth  of 
the  Patient  3.  Tis  upon  this  account  *  n>I&: 
that  I  cannot  affent  to  what  a  very 
Learned  Perfon,  and  one  deeply  verfed  Mr.  o  — 
in  the  Arabian  Writings,  has  advanc’d,  m’liaken- 
that  4  an  eminent  Arab  was  marked  with  *  mjhryof 
the  Small  Pox.  This  Difafter  fell  out,  tens*”** 
by  his  Computation,  a  little  after  the 
Time  of  Mahomet,  towards  the  Middle 
of  the  Seventh  Century.  But  I  can  moft 


evidently  demonftrate  to  the  Curious, 
that  in  thofe  Times  there  was  fo  much 
Abftemioufnefs,  fo  much  Ufe  of  Water, 
fuch  a  Ample  and  plain  Diet,  1  above  all 
the  biliofe  Medley  of  Syrups  not  yet 
dreamt  of,  that  it  muft  be  finaly  impof. 
Able  there  could  have  been  hoarded  up 
a  Store  of  Bile  that  would  have  been  able 
to  have  carry’d  the  Small  Pox  out  of  the 
Stomach  into  the  Habit  and  the  Skin. 
The  AnachroniAn  is  indeed  very  extra¬ 
vagant  j  and  I  am  forry  this  ingenious 
Gentleman  fhould  fall  into  fuch  an  Er¬ 
ror,  of  more  than  Two  Hundred  Years, 
in  Chronology :  But  tis  too  common 
with  thofe  who  rely  too  much  upon 
Authorities,  to  go  counter  to  Nature, 

and  miftake  their  Way. 

I  cannot  but  admire  the  Obfervations 
you  make  upon  this  Diftemper,  and  what 
a  thorough  InAght  you  have  into  its 
Source  and  into  its  Appearances.  I  with 
you  had  uot  been  fo  fliort  in  Precepts  of 
fuch  Moment  •,  tho’  I  confefs  there  are 
Hints  enough  for  an  intelligent  Perfon  to. 
improve  upon.  You  happily  remark, 
|C ,nfP.  that  by  a  Vomit  *  rightly  interpos’d,^

Pbyficians  would  attend  to  Nature,  Hol\\ 
and  dextroufly  purfue  this  Method,  the  afJ\urn,r 
Diftemper  might  be  adjourned  for  Pox.
